RAILHOAD GRANTS.—We received from 


Mr.iKilbourh a" note ye»t«rday, after it'was 
too late to reply to it in our usuo of that day, 
asking if the proviso to prevent monopoly,

Who th.it rcuiln the popular publi- 
cation* oftho limu, andlim triiv<i!u'l fur from 
tho homo of bis birth,' is not startled by the 
announcement of new discoveries in Science 
arid Art—discoveries that are nnueasinsly un- 
folded by scientific investigation and research. 
But since the days of the Revolution scarcely 
an attempt has been nmdu by any one to show 
tho origin and define 11m'extent of human 
rights. > Politics does not seem lo have kept 
paco_with its kindred sciences. 
It dues not 


Deem to be founded on tho sure foundation of 
natural truth, nor yet nrincd with the true 
philosophy of mind. 
During our lives what 


discoveries Imvo wo made in legislation ? 
What havo wu dond toward thu establishment 
of wise and just Inws, nnd in the maintenance 
of their stability ? Do wo not pass laws and 
repeal them, and condemn lo-d.iy what we 
sanctioned yesterday? Aru our legislator* 
grounded on a proper philosophy of mind V 
Do they properly understand the nature of 
Ihosa beings wham they bind by laws ? And 
are those laws in harmony with their nature? 


These question* are of grave importance to 


us.as a people, nnd concern both individual 
hrnpincss and national existence; fur it scorns 
to bo thu dcst'ny^ of uvcry government whiuh 
outrages humanity to'fall. It seems to me 
that the truly gruat and noble among men are 
the first to transgress unjust laws, but are ever 
faithful to a higher Allegiance. If thu above 
view is correct, the legislator is only the min- 
ister and expositor of Nature, nnd his duty is 
dimply to conform lo natural rights and truth. 
And all truth is natural truth,—all tights are 
natural rights, and all wrongs nro natural 
•wrongs. Our buVmcss is lo perceive, for we 
cannot create. Wo cannot confer rights, nor 
cnn wo create wrong*. Wu can only sanction 
nnil forbid, in consonance with natural law. 
Jf tho statute law forbids thnt-which Mature' 
allows, it restrains human liberty. 
And if it 


enjoins a duty whiuh Nature does not impinc, 
it inflicts n tyranny upon man. Further, if ii 
confer a riglit which Nature lias not orduined, 
it robs some one or many of thai which it con- 
fers, and works injustice nmunc men. 
What 


I contend for is, that thu law should he mere- 
ly declaratory of n:iturnl rijjhts and nnturul 
wrongs, nnd that whatever is indillurunt lo 
tho law of Nature, shall bu left unnoticed by 
human legislation. 


All rights and duties are natural, nnd lepal 


tyranny ensues wherever there is a departure 
from this symplu principle. The nucstion will 
bo Aikod, How then shall wu avoid this tyran- 
ny ? W''»t must wo know, in order to arrive 
at justice nnd safety In human legislation V 
Wu answer, thnt we mud know nmn's mental 
constitution and adaptation to thu external 
world. 
Wo liavp but to know ntinelvcs nnd 


our natural relations, and our grievances nro 
at once' redressed. The i|uvsliun will arise. 
How shall wu know thu true nature of mun V 
But my limits will not allow mo to amtlizc the 
question, and ( return to thu I run function of 
govornrnent. 'I'luiru is u nnturul imuoMit}- fur 
Kovurnrncnt, arisinji from thu dinpurity whiuh 
exists in thu powers anil Cuuultio* of thu ilif- 
furont individuals of tho hunmn fitnily.

lunl ntlninmontit, utronji moral emotions, nnd 
moderate niiimnt ilo^irc?, i«iieli n pcnplu would 
1)0 • law unto thiiiniulvuo, noudinz no coorcivu 
power, but would lio tiryoil by thuir own nut- 
nrnt ^impuhiLM .to do ri^ht.

His conduct is ap- 
proved by reason nnd naturo, nnd these nru 
high authority.
